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Charges disrupt 
senate elections 


The Student Government 
Association tSGA) senate 
elections became tangled in an 
avalanche of charges and 
counter-charges that disrupted 
the release of the results and 
apparently divided some SGA 
members into two quarreling 
factions. 

The charges stemmed from a 
write-in campaign staged by 
two students, Ken Jones and 
Brenda Bennet, Both had failed 
to qualify for the election on 


side to the alleged violations. 

According to the election 
board, "many of the charges 
stemming from this election 
were the results of petty per- 
sonality clashes and not in- 
tentional desires to sabotage the 
election process," 

The board also recommended 
the SGA draft more specific 
election rules and provide 
"marshalls 11 to police polling 
places. 



time. Bennet claims, however, 
that she had been misled, ap- 
parently by accident, about the 
qualification rules. 

Several of the students who 
openly opposed the two write-in 
candidates claimed that several 
other students who supported 
the write-in candidates had 
broken a campaign rule 
prohibiting candiates to cam- 
paign within 50 feet of a ballot 
box. 

The original charge was filed 
against Tim Hardy, SGA vice 
president, by Cindy McManus, 
director of the Office of Special 
Research. This caused a rash of 
counter-charges and ultimately 
resulted in no less than six 
complaints, most of which 
seemed to be scribbled out at the 
last moment, filed with the 
Student Election Board, which 
had to hold the release of the 
election results until the matter 
could be resolved. 

The board, after careful 
deliberation, declared the votes 
cast for the write-in candidates 
as invalid The board also 
reprimanded Hardy "for using 
poor judgement while working 
at the polls by suggesting names 
of write-in candidates to 
prospective student voters.” It 
also reprimanded Dubba 
Hermes, SGA senator, for 
breaking the campaign rule of 
50 feet. 

The reason he campaigned for 
the two write-in candidates, 
Hardy said, was "because I had 
an interest in getting two 
senators to come to the 
meetings/' The two senators 
Hardy meat are Hermes and 
Stuart Shannon, who were both 
reelected. 

However, it was obvious that 
although the first complaint 
might have been valid (it was 
never proven or disproved, the 
barrage of counter-charges 
deteriorated the situation to a 
state where students became 
motivated strictly from per- 
sonal feelings. It soon divided 
into two factions; those sup- 
porting Hermes and Shannon 
and those supporting Jones and 
Bennett. 

Many senators openly ad- 
mitted they felt the entire 
matter to be one of "grudges” of 
one group against the other with 
little consideration from either 


The rest of the election 
preceded comparitively smooth. 
There were no officaily con- 
tested seats and all candidates 
were elected in the five colleges 
and at large. 

The new senate will be 
meeting at noon Fridays.

Radio coming here?

All LSUS needs is an operator’s license and a 
transmitter and a broadcasting station could be 
a reality here, according to Dr. Dalton Cloud, 
chairman of the Department of Com- 
munications. 

"New broadcast facilities located in the Audio 
Center on the second floor of Bronson Hall will 
now allow students to make taped programs for 
local radio stations and will acquaint the 
broadcast student with the technical aspects of 
electronic radio broadcasting,” said Dr. Cloud. 

THE NEW equipment includes a broadcast 
console by Sparta, a two recorder stereo tape 
deck by Sony, two turntables, two Electro-Voice 
microphones and two column speakers. The 
broadcast equipment can tie in with existing 
equipment which includes three more 
microphones and two additional tape recorders 
and record players. 

‘‘The console, which has eight sound mixers, 
has capabilities of 25 different inputs or sources 
of sound in the sound mixing area,” said Dr. 
Lillian Hall, associate professor of com- 
munications. "An audio console, such as the one 
we have, is basic to both radio and television 
broadcasting; once a student has learned the 
basic operation, he is able to manage the more 
numerous types of audio input mixers,” said Dr. 
Hall who teaches Broadcasting 275. 

BROADCAST areas in the Audio Center in- 
clude the control section housing the console, a 
listening room with a stereophonic speaker 
system and a recording and interview room, 
according to Dr. Hall. Connecting telephones are 
installed between the recording and listening 
areas. 

Concerning the facilities Dr. Hall said, "I am 
really enthusiastic because this is just a 
beginning for LSUS to do broadcast quality 
programs for community distribution. It is a 
training facility and has the finest training 
console board available.” 

"Replacement cost for new and existing 
equipment would be approximately $10,000," Dr. 
Cloud said.

Association (SGA) senate elections, 
there were almost exactly as many 
candidates needed to fill the open 
positions (the College of Science was 
one short). It was an uncontested race, 
an election of the simplest form. But it 
was all too good to be true. 

No one is really sure exactly what 
happened. It appears that SGA 
member A supposedly saw SGA 
member B breaking a campaign law 
(no candidate can campaign within 50 
feet of the bailot box). Member B made 
counter charges; member C got mad 
and made counter charges. Then 
member D heard about it and. . . 

Sound complicated? Think of it in 
this fashion: one group of children saw 
another steal some cookies and ran to 


One solution to the mess is, as the 
Election Board recommended, to inact 
election reform laws that are practical 
and, if there is no alternative (and 
there probably isn’t), to put student 
patrols around each ballot station. 
Many SGA members have expressed 
interest in campaign reforms, par- 
ticularly the president of the SGA, 
Billy Lyons (it was one of his cam- 
paign promises). Now is the time for 
these people to act. 

The real tragedy of the affair lies 
with those involved. Most are hard 
working, energetic people who 
volunteer hours and hours of work for 
the school. Their ideas are for the most 
part inovative and original and 
genuinely deserve attention. In many 





ways they are the best LSUS has. 

But they can not expect students who 
are normally cynical toward SGA to 
take any ideas seriously if all they see 
are personality squabbles that belong 
in elementary school.

!r, soon became obvious, as the 
E i . tion Board wisely pointed out, that 
the situation, and the time and energy 
wasted, were the results of “petty 
personality clashes” of the lowest 
order. 

One SGA member who was 
relatively uninvolved said it all “was a 
case of sou. grapes, pure and simple; 
one group mad because the other 
won.” 

And in talking to several students 
directly involved, phrases such as "it's 
really not important, but. . .’’ or “it’s 
all trivial, but...” kept creeping up. 1 
Apparently those who thought the 
matter “trivial” also thought it im- 
portant enough to concentrate three 
days of energy on it. 

It is hard to find words to express the 
almost unbelievable silliness of the 
entire episode. We can more clearly 
understand now why the senate gets 
bogged, down in parlimentary 
nothingness (“He’s out of order," No, 
you are”). The leaders set the 
example. No, we didn’t have high 
expectations anyway, but we didn't 
expect all this to happen so soon.

Well* President Gerald 
“Veto” Ford has done it again. 
He recently vetoed a six month 
extension of domestic oil price 
controls* the 37th veto of his 
short presidency. 

Ford's rationale is that 
removing controls would 
stimulate U.S. production and 
keep money at home that now 
goes to oil producers abroad. A 
sharp increase in crude oil 
prices could occur if there is no 
compromise between Ford and 
Congress on a gradual plan for 
decontrol. 

FORD HAS invited Congress 
to start the compromise by 
sending him a new bill for ex- 
tending the controls 45 days to 
allow time to work out the 
gradual plan. 

Contrary to popular belief* 
Ford does not have a better 
idea. Immediate control could 
cause a three cent-per-galton 
increase in gasoline prices* 
which to the average LSUS 
student is an added school ex- 
pense. 

1 GUESS the oil companies 
figure it this way: “Aw heck* 
what’s three more cents added 
to 60 cents?” I'll tell you what it 
is. IPs 63 cents! Multiply that by 
the number of gallons you get 
when you fill your tank and it’s

more than just three cents.

A FEW short years ago they 
weren’t even thinking of an 
energy crisis (remember the 
one about putting a tiger in your 
tank?)* You also expected more 
from Standard and you got it. 
Where you got it they wouldn’t 
say. 

Ford has taken the position 
that he knows what’s best for the 
country and Congress doesn’t, 
That’s hard to swallow when you 
consider some of his previous 
methods of operation (whatever 
happened to my WIN button?) 
and the fact that Congressmen 
are elected officials whereas he 
was appointed by a man whose 
judgment we no longer rely on. 

FORD wants to put America 
on the "road to energy in- 
dependence* 1 " I don’t see 
anything independent about 
paying 63 cents for gas. 

If anything* I feel like a slave 
to the oil companies. The 
President says his action would 
save American jobs. 

I won’t have a job if I can't 
afford the gas to get to work. 
Would Ford lend me his 
limousine for a week? 


The publishing company may 
not have the requested books in 
stock at that time. Or, if they do 
have the books in stock* there 
maybe a holdup in delivery. 

Also* the Bookstore staff 
never really knows how many 
books to order because they 
never know just how many 
people will be enrolling in a 
certain class. 

ANOTHER popular 
misconception is the bookstore 
gets rich* charging those 
outlandish prices for their 
books. The publishers have a 
suggested retail price. The 
bookstore gets a 20 per cent 
discount* but five per cent of 
that goes toward shipping costs. 

The rest goes toward paying 
for salaries* utilities and so 
forth. So, when the Bookstore 
sells you a book for $14,95* they 
make a profit of about one 
dollar. How’s that for getting 
rich? 

ALL THIS is just part of what 
goes on behind the scene* not to 
mention the long hours the staff 
puts in. On the first day of 
registration, they put in 12 
hours. 

Part of this time was spend 
looking for books that could be 
almost anywhere, if there at all. 
The other half was spent 
listening to the students give 
them hell* for not having THEIR 
books when THEY wanted 
them. 

So* the next time you go into 
the Bookstore* please try to be a 
little more patient. They have 
their problems too.
